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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Okamoto must enter two 
consecutive passwords that are identical in order to lock the keyboard, whereas the present invention must enter a previously registered 
password with the LCD device in order to lock the keyboard. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The fact that Okamoto teaches that two 
consecutive identical passwords must be entered in order to lock the keyboard signifies that the first entering of the password must be 
registered with the display in order to acknowledge that the second password matches. Therefore even through the inventions are slightly 
different the claimed invention is satisfied through the current rejection. Applicant further argues that Okamoto fails to teach "an external 
computer" as claimed. The examiner would like to point out that Mizoguchi is used to teach "an external computer" as claimed. The 
applicant also argues that elements 5 and 22 do not satisify the claimed limitations of an external computer. However the claims do not 
have a specific deinition for said term, therefore one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention can reasonably interpret elements 
5 and 22 to be an external computer to the LCD display device. Finally the applicant argues that the invention of Okamoto would destroy 
the invention of Mizoguchi since it inhibits the operation of the keyboard. However the entering of the password as disclosed by Okamoto 
coincides with a registration of the password which occurs at a different state of the password entry means, thus can operate in the same 
system as Mizoguchi's invention. 
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
